A Revised Criminal Code and Who 


Should Espexjially Favor It. 


EDITORS HEI-UBLICAS:—In recom- 


mending a revision of our criminal 
code in his message to the General 
Assembly, Gov. Cnllom makes a pro- 
position 
that 
should 
receive, tho 


approval nnd support of every law- , 
abiding citizen in the country. 
He I 


says: "It is the duty of the law mak- ' 
ing powers to give law abiding people 
more than an equal chance with law- 
breakers." 
This proposition is BO 


reasonable that it is a disgrace to our 
country that room should exist for 
the Governor to thus expose himself. 
He goes on to say that at the special 
session of the Thirty-Second General 
Assembly, he recommended the ap- 
pointment cf a revision committee to 
revise the code and practice acts, aud 
report to the present General Assem- 
bly, bnt that no sucb. committee was 
appointed. Why was not the com- 
mittee appointed? Is the Governor 
mistaken in saying that a revised 
code is needed? Is he wrong in 
wishing to give good law-abiding 
people a little advantage before the 
law over organized bands of outlaws, 
cnt-throatsjaud thieves ? Ho does not 
think himself wrong, for be devotes 
over eighteen per cent, of his lengthy 
message to the question of revision. 
There must be strong opposition to 
his proposition, and it is not difficult 
to locate » part of it 


The strongest opposition will be 


found among the criminal classes 
themselves, and a class of shrewd 
attorneys who seem to take special 
delight in shielding their law-break- 
ing clients from' all legal punishment 
To these may be added another class 
of attorneys, who, though never found 
courting the patronage of criminals, 
are always ready, as they should be, 
to take the other side; but on ac- 
count of the money in the other side 
they will not be zealous in favoring 
any revision that wil! materially les- 
sen the income from this other bide. 
Then we have, in the aggregate, an 
armv of bailiffs, janitors, professional 
jurymen, and hangers on about the 
courts, ready to oppose any revision 
that will lessen the expenses of crim- 
inal prosecutions, even should the 
revision lessen the perpetration of 
crime. Lastly, we have thousands 
of merchants, traders and mechanics 
in the cities and large towns whose 
inexcusable indifference to this sub- 
j -el is as reprehensible as is the 
lesire on the part of others to have 
the law remain unchanged. With this 
opposition on the one hand and in- 
difference on the other, Gov. Cullom's 
proposition will require substantial 
backing to get the General Assem- 
bly, largely composed of attorneys, 
to'take hold of the matter. 
Where is 


the backing to come from V It will 
eventually come from the rural dis 
»ricts. It mav not be apparent to 
TO any, on a first thought, why the 
latter will be more concerned about 
a revised criminal code than the cities 
and larger towns. 
The reason is 


that the rural districts are the greater 
sufferers by our present faulty code. 
Besides sharing the evils in common 
with others, some of its features are 
peculiarly obnoxious to them. Take, 
for instance, the law governing tho 
qualification and manner of selecting 
jurors: It is always looked upon as 
a misfortune by the farming commu- 
nity to have, within the space of a 
week, from ono to three hundred of 
their number nummoned to court 
during porn 7>lanting, or some other 
season equally as important, in order 
that twelve of them shall be chosen 
as jurors because of thoir ignorance 
with respect to the crime of which 
soni'i prisoner is charged. 
Hut tho 


people of tho little city where the 
court is held do not look upon it in 
the same light. 
Many of them will 


rather like the idea that so large a 
number from tho country cannot, visit 
their oity without leaving more or 
less money in it. however nhort tlie 
visit. 


; 
It will be considered a still greater 


i iiiiury on the part of tho chosen 


i twelve, if, as sometimes happens, they 
i should have to remain ten or twelve 


I dsiys over a case that ought to be put 


j through in three; but, as in the other 


instance, thie calamity to tho twelve 
,s no drawback to the residents of 
the city, for the longer the terras of 
the courts the more money will be 
circulated and left in the city 


If the matter conld bo reversed n 


fow times and tho courts held in 
some country church ton or twelve 
niilos awi.y, aud n few hundred of 
the best people of the city could be 
peremptory forced to leave their 
trades and occupations and report to 
this country court, and a number of 
them could be detained an indefinite 
period as jurors and witnesses in 
unnecessarily protracted trials, to find 
in tho end that their fees scarcely 
covered the expense of the trip and 
board, to say nothing of losses sus 
tained by their absence from home, 
they might become less indifferent to 
a revised code. Furthermore: If this 
country court could be made a costly 
afl'air, and these city residents were 
required to psy three-fourths of this 
cost, and then had to stand by and 
witness only about fifteen per cent 
of it returned to the city, while the 
remaining eighty five per cent, was 
being cleverly distributed among the 
farmers in the neighborhood of the 
country church, they would likely 
lose all their indifference and become 
clamorous for a revised code. 


The foregoing presents the farmer's 


interest in this matter in a financial 
point of view. Tosumnp: Accord- 
ing to the views of Gov. Cullom and 
others, our criminal code is greatly 
defective. 
These defects render the 


ends of justice uncertain and greatly 
increased the costs of onr courts. Onr 
courts are largely sustained by gen- 
eral taxation. 
Taking the country 


at large, about three-fourths of this 
general tax is collected in the rural 
districts. Bnt when it comes to di- 
viding the money expended in car- 
rying on the courts, about seven 
ninths of it remain where the courts 
are held, while the fractional balance 
goes to those wbo contribute for the 
greatest part of the expense. The 
personal losses, too, and the inconve- 
niences resulting from attending the 
courts as jurors or witnegsee, are 
groater among the farming commu- 


nity than among residents of cities 
and towns. 


These things are beginning to be 


felt in many localities of the rural 
districts as a serious and an unequal 
burden, and the time cannot be far 
off until an attempt will be made for 
relief.

Antipathy to Farm Life 


Many men and more women ob- 


ject to living on farms because the 
food offered in farm houses is not as 
desirable as that found on tables in 
cities and towns. 
There is no good 


reason why as excellent food cannot 
be afforded in farms as in the large 
towns. 
Most farmers would live as 


well and be at no more expenpe than 
at present. 
Most of the articles that 


pertain to good living are, or can be 
produced on farms with very little 
trouble or expense. 
The water af- 


forded by springs and deep wells is 
superior to that supplied by the ser- 
vice pipes in the city. Fresh butter, 
pare milk and newly laid eggs can 
at all times bo obtained, and these 
deservedly rack among the luxuries. 
They aro articles generally bard to 
obtain by people in large towns,oven 
by persons of wealth. At most times 
in the year there are fowls fit to be 
killed as occasion may require. Dur 
ing tho spring there is voal and dur- 
ing thfi summer and 
fall lamb for 


fresh meat 
If a farmer has an ice 


house it is comparatively easy to 
have a supply of fresh meat for home 
consumtion a large portion of the 
time. Fresh fish aro of course diffi- 
cult to obtain, unless a farmer has a 
fish pond or lives near a river or 
lake. He can, however, have salt 
and smoked fish asoften as they may 
be desired, to form a change in the 
ordinary bill of fare. As to flour 
and meal and all kinds of prepared 
grain, they are as easily and cheaply 
obtained in tho country as in town. 
The like is true in relation to tea, 
coffee, sugar, arid all other groceries. 
The articles above enumerated con- 
stitute nearly all the substantial 
things that, pertain to good living.

francs. 
When this lino, (which may 


be said to traverse the length of 
France) shall be completed, it is in- 
tended to connect it with the Trans- 
atlantic and Mediterranean Cables. 


Preparing- for Hot Beds. 


Every farmer should have a good 


hot bed" as the tirbt step toward a 
gaiden. 
The manure to be used 


should be new horsn-mannre, hauled 
out adjoining the site for the bed as 
early as the first of February, piled 
up iu conical heaps, and entirely 
forked over and rehoaped as often 
as once a week, till the first woek in 
March, to prepare the manure for 
generating a slow, gentle heat when 
placed in the bed. A high, tight 
fence or building should bo on tho 
north side of tho bed, and a good 
wind break on the west.

A very enthusiastic gathering of citi

The new 
company intends to build a new and im- 
proved street railway line at once, and in 
another column will be found their for- 
mal notice that they will present a peti- 
ion to the city council on Feb. 5th, ask- 
ng the right of way and consent of the 
council to construct their line and lay 
racks from the Union depot, west to 
?ront street, south to Eldorado, west to 
Isorth Water, south to East Main, west to 
he old square, thence to the New Deming 
lotel, thence south across the square on 
South Main street to the entrance to 
Jreenwood cemetery. The directors of 
the new company have met and elected 
D. S. Shellabarger, president, and A. E. 
Kinney, secretary and treasurer. AH 
property owners along the proposed right 
of way, except one, have given their con- 
sent to the construction of the track. 
The members of the company mean busi- 
ness and will push things lively. They 
will lay flat rails, put on handsome cars 
and run them on schedule time.

More Testimony for the Defense In tn

Before Judge Smith and the jury in 


the case of the People against Dr. 3. 
Wheeler, yesterday afternoon, additions 
testimony waa offered, going to ahow thft 
the defendant's reputation for chastity 
uprightness and medkal skill while a res- 
ident of Montgomery connty for orer 21 
years was good. 


John Dinneen, who was coroner of thia 


connty in October last, testified that he 
held tho inquest on the body of Stella 
Risley, and gave points connected with 
the poet mortem examination which are 
not disputed. 


Frank Graves was placed on the Btanc 


to show the alleged bitter feelings Mra. 
A. P. Risley entertained toward Dr 
Wheeler, but on objection being made bj 
the People, Judge Smith sustained the 
objection. The defense, for the purpose 
of impeaching Fred btommel, oalled 
James Newell, John McDonald, Fred 
Jones and Peter Sells to the stand. Thete 
parties were asked if Fred Stommel had 
not made certain statements to them 
about Wheeler after the defendant's ar- 
rest. T'ie witnesses were not allowed to 
answer, Judge Smith holding that suoh 
evidence should not go to the jury. 


Virgil Hickox, the stenographer in the 


case, was sworn. He testified specially 
as to the statements made by Mrs. Ter- 
hune to the court about Stella's dying 
declarations during the absence of the 
jury- Tho object of the defense was to 
show that Mrs. T.'s statements at that 
time differed in some respects to those 
made by her to the jury after the court 
allowed tho admission of the testimony. 


Sister Osita, of St Mary's Hospital, 


testified that shn was born in Wurtnm- 
berg, and had been in America for about 
three years. She knew A. T. Risley. She 
was called to his house on Oct. 3d to take 
care of Stella. She remained two days 
and one night, and went back again on 
Thursday morning. Was at the house 
on Friday and Saturday and left on Sun- 
day morning, Oct. Otb, and did not go 
back. Stella was in bed most of the time 
witness was there. She said she felt 
much better 01 Oot, 8tb, and got up and 
watered flowers in the room while witness 
rearranged the bed 
Saw Dr. Wheeler, 


the defendant, visit Stella while witness 
wns there. Mrs. Risloy, the mother of 
the girl, would remain in the room with 
the doctor when he called. The witncsa 
also testified to having seen an instru- 
ment on tho floor that looked like a syr- 
uge. Never saw it used. At the bidding 
of the doctor and the girl's mother, wit- 
ness had brought them warm water. 


Dr. W. J. Ohenoweth, who ia a gradu- 


ate of tho Medical University at Louis- 
ville, and has practiced medicine in De- 
catur for 28 years, gave expert testimony 
or the defense. He was on the stand for 
several houn yesterday afternoon, and the 
Toss-examination still continues. 


While tho direct examination of the 


doctor was in progress Jacob BuUard, of 
he undertaking firm of Radcliff & Bui- 
ard, was placed upon the stand to testify 
is to facts connected with the case. 
Mr. Bullard testified that on the evening 
Stella died he was called to the house, 
nd by means of a hollow probe 4% 
nches in length he injected fluid into the 
uugs and abdomen of the deceased. That 
veniug ho injected a pint of the fluid; 
nd the morning of the next day he in- 
ectod a half-pint Witness stated that 
he body was clothed and bloated, and 
hat he thought tho probe entered the 
iodj about one inch and a half above the 
live 
The injecting instrument with 


he rubber attachment was in the hands 
f the witness, who demonstrated the 
nanner in which it is used. Witness 
njocted the embalming fluid on Tuesday 
ight and Wednesday morning and on 
Thursday the post-mortem examination 
waa held. 


Dr. Chenoweth waa again placed on the 
tand, and gave expert testimony that is 
ertainly not unfavorable to the defend- 
,ut. The cross-examination of Dr. Chen- 
iweth was resumed this afternoon. Other 
)h\siciunn will he introduced by the de- 
onRf.
